Various reports are curront relative to 
the number of persons killed at the late ox- 
plosion. near Fatshan. 1 send a few well 
authenticated facts. Shortly after tho ex- 
plosion Dr Wenyon, from the Wesloyan Mis- 
sion Huspital, Fatshan, went to tho spot. 
Honds, arma'and legs, were scattered about 
in syéry direction.. Some twenty killed 
were counted ina few yards, There were 
aver one hundred employées in the worka, 
and of theeo the only survivors aro tho cook, 
who had gone out to buy something, and 
aleven poor wretches, dreadfully burut and 
matilated, who are now in tho hospital at 
Fatshau. ' Somo outsiders wore injured-and~ 
a fow soldicra; the latter have como down 
to Canton and will probably -beitreated by 
native doctors or find their way to the 
hospital here, The -ncene’ on tho spot’ is 
described as dreadful, The populace in 
Fatshan were very much alarmed and the 
gates had to be closed. Considerable 
damage ‘was dono at o distance from the ox- 
plosion by falling stones, and T ‘cannot as 
yet ascertain definitely the quantity of 
powder in the factory at the timo of the ex- 
plusiun, Rumour speaks. of several thou-

placa where photographic observations with 
regard to terrestriul magnetism are mado ; 
aa also photugeaphic barometrical und ther- 
mometrical observations, ‘Chia - building 
was erected about two years.ago, and its 
completion required a great deal of ‘care.
